Red Cross and Rockefeller Like- 


ly to Send Expedition. 


CARRANZA'S 
AID 
IS NEEDED 


From 20,000 to 30,000 Cases Now 
Re- 
ported In the Capital 
Other Towns 
Also Stricken 
Soourge There ae Bad 
as it Was 
In Servia 
Before 
That 
Country Was Cleaned Up. 
The American 
Red Cross and the 
Rockefeller 
foundation 
probably 
will 
wage a campaign against the typhus 
epidemic in Mexico City, Puebla and 
Pachuca similar to their Joint crusade 
against the same scourge in Servia if 
the Carranza government 
will accept 
such outside aid and give it aggressive 
government support. 
The state department is sounding 
the Carranza government to ascertain 
its views respecting 
outside 
help In 
what threatens to be the worst 
epi- 
demic of disease that has swept Mex- 
ico in modern times. 
There are now 
from 20,000 to 30,000 cases of typhus 
in Mexico City, according to informa- 
tion received by the state department. 
That the Rockefeller foundation prob 
ably would aid to finance 6uch a Red 
Cross expedition

Board of Health Removes 
Pro 


hibition Against Sale. 


RELATIVE

"Ban Not Based on Sound and Scien- 
tific Lines," Says 
Commission 
De- 
clares Horseflesh Brings Higher Prices 
Than Beef In Brussels 
Doctors Ap 
prove. 
The sale of horse meat as a commod- 
ity will be legal In Greater New York 
after Jan. 
1. 
As a necessary of life 
the horse will be placed upon the same 
footing with cows, sheep and poultry. 
This sweeping action was taken by 
the board of health. 
The city thus be- 
comes the first in the country, so far 
as known, in which the legal restric- 
tion against horseflesh has been 
re- 
moved. 
"Prohibition of the sale 
of 
horse 
meat or the slaughter of horses 
for 
food is not based on sound or scien 
tific grounds,' 
declared Health 
Com- 
missioner Haven Emerson. 
"Laws of 
this nature have outlived 
their 
use- 
fulness. 
We are living in a different 
age. 
Conditions have to be Judged ac 
cordingly." 
Dr. 
Emerson 
expressed 
the unani- 
mous sentiment of the board of health. 
He declared that in nearly every coun- 
try in Europe the sale of horseflesh for 
food purposes has been encouraged. 
Relative Value Shown. 
--The relative value of horse meat 
abroad is shown by the experience of 
our veterinarian. 
Dr. Ackerman, who 
found in Brussels that horseflesh was 
bringing higher prices than Argentine 
beef," he said. 
The board of health will limit the 
sale of horse meat to certified 
prem- 
ises. 
"If there is any demand for horse 
meat certain slaughter 
houses 
will 
specialize in it the same as is now 
done with cattle and sheep," said Dr. 
Emerson. 
"Will your action have any effect up- 
on a general reduction in the present 
prices of meat?" he was asked.
